mark met the other day in the city 
of Malmo to talk things over.

cisely what happened In this import­ 
ant conference of the three kings *s

that they agreed

stand pat on 
their neutrality, and 
it is suspected* 
that the foundation was laid for an 
all-Scandinavian union of the same

our Pan-Ameri­ 
can union. The three nations have 
had their unfortunate differences, but 
when tested 
by 
danger 
blood 
is 
hound to tell, and 
the 
kinship of 
these sturdy little 
peoples, together 
with their 
similarity 
of 
language, 
culture and institutions, now brings 
them closer together than ever. 
There are no Europeans for whom 
wfe have a greater instinctive respect 
than for the Scandinavians.

represent a type of citizenship that 
we admire and covet. The only fault 
we have to find

Scandinavian immigrants 
who join­ 
ed us last year is that they fidn’t 
bitng their

with them. 
These three nations are all char­

Their percentage of illiteracy is the 
least among

immgrants. 
Their’ 
commerce averages $88 
a year per 
capita to our $54. 
In the realm oi* 
agriculture, Denmark particularly can 
teach us many things, and

sailors of 
Norway are known the world over. ‘

possessing a comer 
of Europe out­ 
side the routes of trampling armies; 
although they suffer much from the 
war, their fate might be far worse.

should be given a thorough spraying. 
lf possible, one should choose a 
j warm day for the operation, so most 
of the insect pests crawling out to life 
in the sunlight will be exposed to the 
action of the spraying solution. 
Special attention should be given old 
knots and rough and 
rotten 
spots 
about the trees, as in these places the 
fruit pests deposit their eggs for next 
season's crop and at the same time 
many of these pests themselves are 
harboring in safe retreat till winter is 
over. 
There are several reasons for this 
fall spraying. 
It not only destroys 
the insect pests, but their eggs, also, 
which have been laid. 
After the spraying, the trees will be 
left healthy and clean and free from 
the pests while they are developing 
their next season s fruit crop. Another 
light spraying next spring will not 
come amiss, but this fall spraying will 
insure th* work being done—not neg­ 
lected next spring, when the rush sea­ 
son is on and the field turns the farm­ 
er’s attention from the orchard.

London, Dec. 31.—The Daily Graph­ 
ic, in an editorial justifies tile Ameri­ 
can protest against British detention 
of American cargoes destined for neu­ 
tral ports, because, it says, there nev­ 
er has been a war in which the neu­ 
trals and belligerents 
agreed 
upon 
their respective rights and 
if 
the 
Americans made no 
protest 
their 
silence anight be construed 
as 
ac­ 
quiescence in the British view, and 
consequently as an unfriendly act to­ 
ward Germany. 
“But,’* the Graphic adds “the hard­ 
ship to the American shipper is less 
great than he pretends. 
He can dis­ 
pose of all his goods either to Great 
Britain or its allies, or to remote neu­ 
tral countries, at quite good prices. 
All ho loses is the chance of making 
an exceptional profit out of Germany’s 
military needs.” 
Tho 
Daily 
Mail 
considers 
that 
• though the question is 
thorny 
and 
complex, it is not impossible of solu­ 
tion by 
two 
businesslike 
nations 
which thoroughly 
appreciate 
each 
other’s difficulties and have no desire 
to add to them. 
“Americans,” the Daily 
Mail 
con­ 
tinues, “must be aware that the great­ 
er tile economic pressure the allies 
are able to bring to bear upon Ger­ 
many the sooner will the war be 
over and trade left free to follow' its 
normal course. 
In the prosecution of 
this policy, which is both legal and 
essential, we regret the inconvenience 
necessarily caused to American trade 
and any solution which will mitigate 
this inconvenience without harm to 
our military interests will be eagerly 
sought and when found, heartily wel­ 
comed.” 
The Morning Post, in an editorial, 
says: 
“The note will receive 
from 
the 
British government the fullest consid­ 
eration and will be answered1 in a 
spirit not only of justice and equity, 
but of good will.” 
The editorial adds that the examin­ 
ation of suspected 
cargoes 
always 
has been a sore point with neutrals 
during wars and continues: 
“We shall not attempt to discuss 
the American complaints 
until 
the 
‘text of the note is available, but we 
will ask those Americans who think 
that England was right in taking part 
in the war to try to put themselves 
in England’s position. Without secur 
ing command of the sea, England can 
not help her allies on the continent 
and can not secure herself against in­ 
vasion. 
“How', 
then, 
do 
our 
American 
friends suppose command of the sea 
should be used as a means of exert­ 
ing pressure on the enemy? 
It was 
used by the United States government 
as a means of exerting pressure on 
the Confederacy. 
The whole coast 
of the Confederacy, from the Potomac 
to the Mexican border was blockaded 
and every neutral ship trading with 
Confederate ports was liable to cap­ 
ture. 
“The allied governments might now 
declare a blockade of the North sea, 
of the Baltic and of tile Mediterra­ 
nean, and could doubtless make it ef­ 
fective. 
That would injure neutral 
states, but it would make an end of 
sea trade with Germany” 
In conclusion the Morning Post ar­ 
gues that the whole difficulty lies in 
the presence of neutral

proximity to the belligerents and in 
the disputed doctrines of neutrality, 
and suggests that consideration of 
the problem of neutrality may throw' 
some light upon the real nature of 
the relations between states and on 
the truth about peace and war. 
The Express says: 
“We are keenly anxious that Amer­ 
ica should suffer the least possible 
loss from the war, but war means in­ 
evitable loss for neutrals as well as 
for belligerents

The relation of soil moisture and

Any method of culture that leaves 
the ground perfectly bare in the fall, 
thus favoring deep freezing and al­ 
ternate freezing and thawing, is not 
to be recommended where root killing 
is at all common. A cover crop is one 
of the best means for protecting the 
roots of trees. 
Likewise, any means 
of culture that leaves the ground moist 
in fall has an advantage over methods 
that leave the ground very dry. 
In this regard, clean cultivation 
might be expected to be ahead of cover j 
crops. The best all-around method of 
culture for young orchards is thor­ 
ough cultivation in early summer, fol- 
low'ed by a cover crop in the fall, so 
far as tests covering only a fewr years 
can prove any method best. A mulch 
of straw' is known to keep the soil 
moist during the summer, and it also 
protects tender roots in winter, but its 
use will surely increase winter injury 
to tender tops of trees by prolonging 
fall growth. Besides a mulch induces 
a shallow root development, which 
may result disastrously in later years, 
and its use is out of the question in 
large orchards. 
Thorough cultivation protects trees 
against drought as well as mulching, 
and keeps the roots from forming near 
the surface of the ground. When cul­ 
tivation is given in early summer, all 
that is necessary to furnish winter pro­ 
tection is to stop cultivating in mid­ 
summer, grow a cover crop (weeds be­ 
ing better than nothing), which will 
dry the ground in fall, causing the new 
wood growth to ripen early in prep­ 
aration for winter, and which will, by 
holding the snow out by matting down 
to form a mulch, protect tender roots 
during winter. 
Good cultivation in 
early summer can often be given 
young trees by growing some culti­ 
vated crop in the orchard.

TO KEEP IT AS A RELIC OF THE WAR 


Modest Hero Who Handled the Plane 
Has Made the Request, But De­ 
sires That His Name Be 
Not Made Public. 


Paris, Dec.. Cl.—The Petit Parisien 
gives the following account of the) 
vicissitudes of a biplane which has 
ligured in the most 
important 
air 
cruises qf the flying corps: 
“Biplane M. F. 123,” in a violent 
engagement with a German machine, 
was struck by an 
explosive bullet, 
which passed within two and one-half 
inches of the gasoline reservoir. 
At 
the saline time two musket balls, fired 
almost vertically, burst the i?ame on 
the righthand side and lodged in the 
interior of the front hood. 
“In another engagement 
a 
rifle 
ball, fired from a trench which the 
machine, passed at the height of SOO 
metres, pierced the writing board of 
the observer. 
“On another occasion the M. F 123 
manoeuvred over a captive German 
balloon, when a shell burst imme­ 
diately under it and 47 bullets or 
pieces of shell struck tne machine. 
The armor plate was pierced just be­ 
tween the little openings made for 
the pilot’s legs, but the aviator was 
not touched. The machine was oblig­ 
ed to' come to ground, but the pilot 
succeeded in bringing it back into the 
French lines. 
On 
examination 
it 
was not only found that the armor 
was pierced in several places, but 
there was a hole as big as a man's 
fist in one of the blades of the pro­ 
peller. 
Altogether the machine had 
been hit by ‘144 rifle ball?, by 60 frag­ 
ments of shell, 25 of the wire stays 
had been severed and 2 of the com­ 
manding levers ruptured, 2 propeller 
blades broken and the hood shredded 
at 7 different points. 
“The modest hero of these exploits 
refuses to allow’ his name to be men­ 
tioned, but he is glad to have the 
.exploits of his machine properly rec­ 
ognized. 
He has made an applica­ 
tion to the government, not for recog­ 
nition, but for permission to keep his 
biplane in its present state as a relic 
of the w ar.”

REPUDIATED RELATIONSHIP 


IS MUCH RED TAPE 


MR. LOUIS DUMONT DESCRIBES 
HIM SELF AS “MAN W IT H ­ 
OUT A COUNTRY.” 


IS BORN IN GENEVA, SWITZERLAND 


Eight Days After His Birth He Was 
.Taken to France, and Has Lived 
There Since, but Now De­ 
clared a Foreigner. 


Paris, Dee. 31.—a 
remarkable in- 
s.ance of red tape in the administra­ 
tion of French affairs is furnished by 
Louis Dumont, of Velizy, in the de­ 
partment of Seine and Oise. He de­ 
scribed himself as “the man without 
a country.” 
Dumont 
wras 
born 
in Geneva, 
Switzerland, thirty-three 
years 
ago 
of French parents, though the official 
registers of France declare them to 
'be “unknown.” Eight days after his 
birth he was brought to France and 
has lived here ever since. When he 
applied to be placed on the recruit­ 
ing lists, the council of revision de­ 
clared that he wfas a foreigner. 
“Very 
well,” 
thought Dumont, 
“I’ll have myself naturalized.” 
But the naturalization bureau also 
has its red tape. To he adopted as 
a citizen of the French republic it 
i? necessary that oi e prove that he 
is a 
foreigner. 
Dumont went 
to 
Switzerland, 
and 
though 
no 
one 
doubted that he 
was 
horn on the 
banks of Lake Leman, he could not 
pioduce any official document prov- 
j ing his Swiss nationality. 
Dumont finally 
succeeded in get­ 
ting a certificate of birth of 
Swiss 
territory, but the 
Svwiss administra- 
Uon added the words: 
“Still he is 
rot a Swiss.” 
Dumont came back to Velizy with 
this document and 
^resented 
it to 
the magistrate of the commune, who 
demanded a declaraUon from him as 
a foreigner. 
“Declare 
somethi g,” 
the 
func- 
tonary demanded, “c en if it is Chi­ 
nese.” 
Dumont thought 
he 
could accept 
this official advice, 
so 
he declared 
himself a Chinaman. 
Shortly after­ 
word he was arrested for false dec­ 
laration. He has since been able to 
prove his good faith in the transac­ 
tion, but he w’as fined sixteen francs, 
rod is still unable to get himself rec­ 
ognized as either Swiss or French and 
consequently is unable 
to 
join the 
regular army or the foreign legion.
